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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 11-15, and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Berger (US 5,992,658) in view of Klundt (US 6,763,681). 

Berger discloses a plastic straw holder (16) having a slit for forming an aperture in a 
straw support portion and a bottle retaining portion surrounding the straw support portion. 
Berger does not disclose a spirally extending bottle retaining portion. 

Klundt teaches it is known to provide a spirally extending portion attached to a peripheral 
edge of a holder portion (18) having an aperture (18A). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a spirally extending bottle retaining portion comprising at least 
one turn extending around said retaining portion, said at least one turn comprising a first turn 
having an end attached to said straw support portion, and dimensioned to extend around an 
outer surface of the bottle, wherein said at least one turn extends spirally around said straw 
support portion, said at least one turn having an inner edge with an inner radius and an outer 
edge with an outer radius wherein said inner and outer radii increase substantially continuously 
around said at least one turn to the sheet of straw holder of Berger. Doing so allows for 
attaching the straw holder to the container without the use of an adhesive. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 1 1-15, and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Berger in view of Marshall (US 2005/0029270). 
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Berger discloses a plastic straw holder (16) having a slit for forming an aperture in a 
straw support portion and a bottle retaining portion surrounding the straw support portion. 
Berger does not disclose a spirally extending bottle retaining portion. 

Marshall teaches it is known to provide a spirally extending portion attached to a 
peripheral edge of a holder portion having an aperture (4). See fig. 80. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a spirally extending bottle retaining portion comprising at least 
one turn extending around said retaining portion, said at least one turn comprising a first turn 
having an end attached to said straw support portion, and dimensioned to extend around an 
outer surface of the bottle, wherein said at least one turn extends spirally around said straw 
support portion, said at least one turn having an inner edge with an inner radius and an outer 
edge with an outer radius wherein said inner and outer radii increase substantially continuously 
around said at least one turn to the sheet of straw holder of Berger. Doing so allows for 
attaching the straw holder to the container without the use of an adhesive.
